CONSIDERABLE ECONOMICAL 
IMPORTANCE 


The preservation of the bright steel 
parts of machinery in store is’ often 
a matter of considerable economical 
importance. A few years ago a pre- 
liminary enquiry was made at the 
National Physical Laboratory into. the 
relative suitability of a number of 
preservatives. ; r 

It was found that, in general, 
greasy preservatives are more satis- 
factory than hardening pastes of 
varnishes, ond that, of all the sub- 
stances tested, lanoline, whether 
brushed on or deposited from 
a solution forms the best coat- 
ing, and has very great ad- 
hesion to steel even at high tempera- 
tures.

GENERAL DAWES’ SPEECH 
* London, July 17. 

The United. States -Ambassador 
(General Dawes) made an impas- 
sioned speech on. Anglo-American 
friendship to the Travel Associa- 
Lord 
Derby presided. When the loving- 
cup filled with wine was circulated 
General. Dawes received it from 
Lord Derby‘s- hands, put it to his 
lips, despite his strict teetotalism, 
and passed it on to the Bishop of 
London withouf tasting it. 

General Dawes, who observed the 
caution that has characterised his 
previous - speeches, which were 
closely read from the manuscript 
confessed that he had been advised 
before his departure from America 
against making speeches in. Bri- 


tain, and he had made only six. 


He had heen led -to believe that he 
need not say much to-day. 

“Well, I have something to say,”* 
he declaimed, bringing down his 
fist on the table and raising his 
voice to a shout as he launched on 
a specch on Anglo-American rela 
tions.

APPEAL COURT JUDGMENT 


The reserved judgment .of the 
Court of Appe2! ia the Garston tim- 
ber discharge case was delivered and. 
by. two to upheld thé judgment 
of Mr.‘ Justice. Branson in the King’s 
Bench Div. ; 

Lord . Justice Greer, however, 
thought Mr. Justice. Branson had 
taken the wrong line, and agreed 
with the- case set up, by the appell- 
ants. . : 

The discharge. from the steamer 
“[qura Maersk” was by the dock 
authority, the London, Midland and 
Scottish Railway, who divided, ac- 
cording to thein method, the charge 


between the shipowner and the con-” 


signees, Messrs. Denny, Mott and 
Dickson, Ltd. The Tudge below ‘de- 
cided that the shipowners must pay 
the cost of unslinging from the ship's 
tackle and stowing into trucks on 
the quay at. Garston, and it fell 
upon the shipowners under - Clause 
15 of the Baltwood Charter of 1926, 

The shipowners appcaled from so 
much of the finding 2s decided that 
the consignees were not Hable .to 
contribute between 1s,-10d. and 1s. 
lid. per standard charged by the 
dock authority for receiving the tim+ 
ber from the. ship and placing it in 
the waprens. 

Lord dustize Scrutton thought the 
shipowners shonld not have been 
charged as much as they were. The 
ship's duty, he considered, was ful- 
filled when it had put the timber 
over the sidz in-a position in which 
the consignees could receive it. For 
all the work beyond the point the 
consignees should pay. Lord Justice 
Serutton said that under the contract 
the shipowners did not 
obligation by putting the timber in a 
place where it could be so manipulat- 
ed by the men in the waggons. The 
ship really undertook to deliver ints 
waggons at Garston, and by the trae 
construction of the contract, the cost 
of this work was the  ship’s cost.

“Litigation By - The Pact Chureh 
BROADCASTING CONTRACTS 


"a bili in equity was filed by The 
Parent Chureh on April 4, 1929, in 
the Supreme Judicial Court for 
Suffolk County, Massachusetts. 
Judge Field | issued an order of 
‘notice returnable on April 16, to 
show cause why a temporary injane- 
* tion should not be ordered. On the 
return day Judge Field, against the 
‘objection of-counsel for both parties, 
-ordered the case transferred to-the 
Superior Court -under a | statute 
which gives the Supreme Court the 
right to transfer any case of this 
character for the purpose of. reliev- 
ing the pressure of business in the 
Supreme Court. 

On April 22, the case came up for 
a hearing before Judge Cox of the 
Superior Court on the motion for a 
temporary injunction. Judge Chase, 
representing the defendants, argued 
that the plaintiffs’ rights did not 
require the protection.of a tempor- 
ary injunction, and said that he 
would advise his clients to abstain, 
during the pendency. of the suit, 
from doing the acts complained of. 
He further argued that he was pre- 
pared to test the sufficiency of the 
bill by « motion io strike out certain 
parts of it, and by a demurrer which 
he intended . to file. Judge Chase 
offered in evidence three circulars 
sent out: by The Parent Church 
which he argued: showed hostility 
against the “Mother Church.” 

Attempt to Break Up? 

Mr. Thompson argued that .the 
defendants were engaged in an at- 
tempt to break. up The Parent 
Church, He. offered in evidence 
Judge Dodge’s report jn the ease of 
Dittemore vs. Dickey; the report of 
the Coroner's inquest in’ the Kline 
case; a copy of “The Watchman” of 
February, 1929; a copy of the letter 
of the Christian Science Board of 
Directors admitting the use by Mrs. 
Eddy of “anaesthetics”; a copy of 
The Parent Church Manual, and one 
or two other papers. 

The question was whether the bill 
showed such immediate danger to 
the plaintiffs ag to require a tem- 
porary injunction before the case 
could be heard on its merits. On 
April 24, Judge Cox handed down a 
decision denying the motion for a 
temporary injunction. This has, of 
course, no effect upon the merits of 
dhe case, or upon its ultimate out- 
come. Nor does it prevent a fur- 
ther application for a temporary 
injunction in case the defendants 
take any ‘action which seems to 
imperil the contracts. and legal 
rights of The Parent Church in 
advance of a final decision. 

Gist of.the Bill 

The gist of the bill is as follows:

PROTEST AGAINST SHAMROCK 


Major B. Heekstall-Smith writes 
in the London “Daily Telegraph” of 
July 10: - 7 

‘An interesting case of . protest 
was tried before a committee of the 
council of the Yacht Racing Asso- 
ciation at the Roval Clyde Yacht 
Club, Hunter's Quay, on Sunday 
last. ‘Lord Waring, the owner 
of the cutter yacht, White 
Heather. protested against Sir 
Thomas Lipton’s yacht, Sham- 
rock. Lord Waring wrote a 
letter to the secretary of the Yacht 
Racing Association as follows: 

“Having regard “to a statement 
Made to-day (July 5) by the design- 
er of the Shamrock relating to reeent 
alterations to yacht, I beg to} 
enter a Drotes inst her present 
rating. ~My objection is based ‘upon 
clause 3 {keeis), namely. the keel 
shall he-straight from the after end 
to a point vertically below the centre 
of the water-line length.” 

The facts were that upon arrival 
in the Clyde Shamrock went into 
dock at Greenock, and had her keel 
altered by rounding offi the after- 
end of it. This alteration reduced 
her draught of water. and in con- 
sequence of this reduced her rating 
from 24.7: metres to 24.1 metres. 
The alteration did not, apparently, 
have any. material effect upon the 
apeed of the yacht. put enabled her 
time allowance to be reduced in a 
manner favourable to her to. the 
extent of 6 sec..per mile. 

‘Lord Waring’s prote.t was, in 
effect, that after the alterations to 
Shamrock’s keel wera made she-was 
not properly rated in accordance 
with the rules... The cesigner of 
the Shamrock, Mr. Wm. Fife, who 
carried out the alterations at 
Greenock, said that he did not 
claim that this alteration complied 
with the spirit of the rule, but it 
was a fair attempt to comply with 
the restrictions on draught which 
the new rules .contain and apply 
them to a vessel built over twenty 
years ago. 

It appears that clause 3 of the 
tule relating to keels allows for a 
reasonable “round-up” at the after- 
end of the straight keel, and that

The Clyde fortnight was brought 
to a close yesterday, The feature of 
the sport has been the magnificent 
sailing of Shamrock. Upon many 
occasions she sailed clean away from 
the other vessels in. the most sur- 
prising manner. On Monday at the 
regatta of the Royal Clyde. Yacht 
Club there--was a- perfectly true 
day’s sailing. At the start of the 
rece, off Hunter’s Quay, the four 
yachts came into line in a cluster. 
Cambria was over the line to 
goon and was recalled but she nipped 
round the starting. vessel very 
cleverly and lost but little distance. 
As the yessels reached away down 
the Firth of Clyde to a mark boat 
in the direction of Largs, Shamrock 
took the lead: White Heather was 
second, and Cambria overhauled 
Lulworth. The next leg of the 
course across the Firth was from 
the leeward mark near Largs te ao 
mark vessel at the mouth of 
Rothesay Bay. Upon this stretch it 
was a piece of. cross tacking to! 
windward in a nice -sailing breeze. 
I saw the’ Bermudian-rigged Cam- 
bria now sail very well. She passed 
White Heather and —was only a 
minute behind Shamrock as the four 
yessels fetched the weather mark. 
Thus.the .order was Shamrock, 
Cambria, White Heather, Lulworth 
at the windward turning point. 

Shamrock’s Superiority 

I watched, then, the surprising 
change ‘which took place when 
spinnakers were set to run before 
the wind’ for ten miles, from off, 
Rothesay to the Rosneath Patch, 
near Greenock. The cutters: com- 
pletely outran Cambria in this leg 
of ten miles, Shamrock, a vessel 
built twenty years ago, beat Cam- 
bria by nearly twenty. minutes. It 
seemed that Shamrock’s topsail did, 
the work, the wind . befng perhaps 
high aloft, but there was a fresh! 
breeze and plenty of ripple on the 
water. : 

White Heather, although not 
equal to Shamrock, was also very 
much faster than the Bermudian, 
and ran right away.from’ her, and 
Lulworth, from being five minutes 
behind. Cambria at the weather 
mark, off Rothesay, was abreast of 
the Bermudian off Greenock. This 
has been repeated day after day in 
Clyde waters, where the local judges 
declare that, whilst the Bermudian 
rig is beneficial and efficient in 
yachts up to fifty tons, it is ineffee- 
tive in-large vessels. 

The victories of Shamrock are 
exceedingly popular in Scottish 
waters, for it is felt that the old 
vessel is of superior construction, 
design, and rig to any other yacht, 
and that Colonel Duncan Neill, of 
Greenock, who has had charge of 
her, as Sir Thomas Lipion’s expert 
representative, 
veteran skipper, Captain Sycamore, 
can handle her with skill and judg- 
ment unequalled by. her rivals. 
~ I am told that this may be the 
last season of the twenty-year-old 
Shamrock under the grand seaman- 
ship of Colonel Neill and Captain 
Sycamore, because Sir Thomas 
Lipton is about to build a new vessel 
for the purpose of racing for the 
America's Cup next September. ° I 
can only say that I hear of the lay- 
ing up of this old -vessel with 
supreme regret. If she continues 
her victorious career during Cowes 
week in August, and shows the same 
speed she has done “in the Scottish 
fortnight, she will indeed be remem- 
bered in ‘history as the champion 
racing yacht of British waters.

PRESS WIRELESS, INC. 


NEW FLOTATION IN 
AMERICA 


Washington, July 9. 

Mr. Pierson, chairman of the 
American Publishers’ Communica- 
tions Committee announced to-day 
the flotation of 4 million-dollar 
corporation to be known as “Press 
Wireless, Ine.”, which will furnish 
American newspapers with a point- 
to-point radio service.

The most important advance 
made. in recent years, and one of 
most valuable ever made for the 
protection of shipping is the radio 
beacon and the use of radio bear- 
ings in navigating vessels. The 
first signals of this kind were 
installed near New York four years 
ago, and they are now widely used. 
The radio signais'are sent during 
fog automatically from lighthouses 


rand lightships, with a distinguish- 


ing characteristic of each station. 
They are also sent at regular in- 
tervals during clear weather. With 
a radio compass, a rotable coil of 
wire mounted on the ship, accurate 
bearings may. be taken at distances 
up to 200 miles regardless of 
weather conditions. Bearing may 
lalso be taken on other ships, 
to - avoid  - collision, and on 
vesscls in distress, to locate their 
position. Radio is also most valu- 
able in lighthouse work for com- 
munication with lightships and ten- 
ders, and for entertainment at re- 
mote stations. : 


’ Most Effective Iuminant 
‘“A great. amount of interesting 


scientifically. designed equipment is: 


used at the stations in order to ob- 
tain the greatest efficiency from 
lights and gound signals, and to 
give every signal a distinguishing 
characteristic. Electricity is the 
most effective illuminant where it 
can be economically obtained. In 
the standard lamp for primary light 
stations kerosene oil is used, 
vaporised and burned under a 
mantle. Built-up glass lenses are 
used at important stations, concen- 
trating. nearly all. the light in 
beams or planes useful to the 
mariner. The lenses are. now of 
mederate size; but are rotated at 
high speed, carried ina trough of 
mercury, and send out beams up 
to 700,000 candle-power., A large 
amount of automatic apparatus has 
been introduced ‘in recent years, 
and considerable economies have 
been made by this and other means. 
While the number of-aids to naviga- 
tion has increased by 50 per cent. 
in the last 15 years, there has been 
practically no increase in the per- 
sonnel. There is no prospect, how- 
ever, that the primary light stations 
and lightships, with powerful lights

Flying at a height of 300 metres, the 
Zeppelin loomed nearer, its appearanee 
directly overhead at 4.18 p.m. evoking 
a fresh outburst of cheering and wav- 
ing of handkerchiefs, while the naval 
band struck up the strains of the-Ger- 
man National Anthem. : 

Slowly and majestically the great 
cigar-shaped vessel soared overhead, 
fying westward till she disappeared in 
the distance, heading for Tokyo and 
Yokohama, where it was to show itself 
before returning to Kasumigaura, 
where it expected tc berth about 6.20 
p.m. thus completing the second leg 
of its epoch-making flight.
